Public Hearing 
Slated By Council 
On Tax Snafu 


A Feeding Hills couple has filed a petition seek- 
ing a public hearing before Town Council to fur- 
ther discuss their controversial property tax over- 
charge by the Town of Agawam. 

Slated ean) For April 20th 

Frank & Janet Lalli of 82 Joanne Circle filed the 
necessary 50 signatures to require the council to 
conduct the public hearing. Town Council Presi- 
dent James D. Taylor has slated the hearing for 
Tuesday, April 20th, the same evening the council 
will hold its second meeting of the month. 

The council meets on Tuesday due to the April 
19th Patriot’s Day holiday. 

Town Councilor Joanne H. Willis, who has 
pushed hard for the Lallis to receive a full rebate 
from the town, said Tuesday that the public hear- 
ing is being sought by the couple “because 
elected officials are not interested in the best in- 
terests of the people who elected them.” 

This is the second time since this council took 
office that townspeople have petitioned for a 
public hearing to further air a controversial issue. 

Last summer, when the town laid-off former 
Health Department Sanitarian Casimir Tryba, 
councilors faced an angry and raucous crowd at a 
special public hearing. 

When asked about the similarities between this 
and the Tryba situation, Mrs. Willis noted, “While 
these are two different issues, the similarities | 
find are that the public outcry is directed at the 
council and they wish their elected officials to be 
held accountable for their actions.”

Assessed For Town Wetlands 

In a nutshell, the Lallis were assessed for a 
total of six years for town-owned wetlands begin- 
ning in 1988. The error occurred when the firm the 
town hired to conduct a town-wide revaluation 
assessed them for 6.3 acres of town-owned 
wetlands behind their property, which consists of 
about one-third of an acre. 

Both the town assessor as well as the Lallis 
failed to catch their error, which added approx- 
imately $250 per year to the couple’s tax bill. 

According to Mrs. Lalli, she and her husband 
did not discover the mistake until 1992. The law 
requires townspeople to file for a property tax 
abatement within 30 days of receiving the bill. 

After the Lalli’s discovered the error and went 
to Town Hall for relief, Mayor Christopher C. 
Johnson granted refunds for the 1991 and 1992 
overcharges, totaling $562. The 1993 overcharge 
was caught in time, but the town would not rebate 
the 1988, 1989, and 1990 overcharges. 

Initially, the Lallis went along with the deal of- 
fered by the town. But they soon changed their 
minds when reading in December that a family in 
Springfield was trying to collect a rebate from that 
city by petitioning the State Legislature in Boston 
to approve the rebate. 

When the Lallis returned to Town Hall seeking 
further relief, they were told that the overcharge of 
$858 would not be returned and that the state law 
was clear. 

Johnson received backing from Town Solicitor 
Thomas S. Locke, who said Granting any further 
rebate to the Lallis would be illegal. Officials also 
feared that going along with the Lallis would en- 
courage other property taxpayers here to seek 
rebates after the required 30 days had expired. 

State Law Is Specific 

Taylor, when asked for urther comment on 
Tuesday, told us, “State law is quite specific on 
this. | think the town has been more than fair with 
the Lallis.” 

When the Lallis were refused any further rebate 
by the town, that’s when the politicking began in 
earnest. 

At the council’s March 1st meeting, Mrs. Willis 
sought council support to ask the Legislature to 
approve the refund through the special legisla- 
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tion. 

Mrs. Willis came to the meeting armed with in- 
formation stating that other cities and towns fac- 
ed with similar situations had received special 
legislation in Boston on behalf of taxpayers. 

But the council in a 7-4 vote followed the town 
administration’s position and refused to support 
the Lallis. Councilors against included Taylor, 
council Vice-President George Bitzas, Edward A. 
Caba, Jessie D. Fuller, Richard S. Brindle, and 
Nancy E. Gravel. 

The four who supported the Lallis included Mrs. 
Willis, Walter A. Balboni, Gary E. Suffriti, and 
Louis Russo. 

The March 1st meeting included many impas- 
sioned speeches by councilors on both sides of 
the issue. 

When asked for further comment on Tuesday, 
Mrs. Willis said, “This is a unique situation and | 
don’t buy the notion that by seeking special 
legislation for the Lallis would create many more 
problems for the town. These people were over- 
charged for six years and only received an abate- 
ment for three years. 

“1 would hope that all councilors will listen 
carefully at the public hearing and base their deci- 
sions on what they feel is in the best interests of 
the people they serve,” added Mrs. Willis. “Other 
cities and towns have done this and going to the 
Legisialule for relief is simply the right thing to 

0.” 

But according to Taylor, the town has already 
treated the Lallis fairly. 

“The Lallis received about 11 bills with the over- 
charge and never recognized it. This was a very 
detectable error and they should have recognized 
it. If the council agreed to special legislation for 
them, it would open a Pandora’s Box and 
everyone in this town who missed filing for an 
abatement would come forward for the same 

ing.” 

Concluded Taylor, ‘This is simply not a situa- 
tion of can or can’t. The clear majority of the coun- 
cil supports the town administration’s position. It 
should also be noted that when Councilor Willis 
brought her examples of other cities and towns 
seeking the special legislation, she was never 
specific. She produced no documentation 
underlining what the circumstances and nature of 
the errors were in these instances.” 


Council President | 
Offers Several Tips 
On Yard Waste 


Agawam City Council President James D. 
Taylor has offered some suggestions on yard 
waste disposal which is no longer allowed in land- 
fills or incinerators since new state regulations 
took effect. : 

Taylor said that until May ist, branches, twigs, 
and tree clippings may be burned by obtaining 2 
permit from the fire department. Permits may be 
obtained by calling the fire department's 
business phone at 786-2662. In addition, the wood 
ash makes good pot ash (which is used in fer- 
tilizers) and can be tilled into gardens and shrub 
beds. 

Leaves may be turned to peat by grinding them 
up or mowing them with a mulching mower and 
then recycled back into lawns, shrub beds, and 
gardens. Also, the town still provides leaf collec- 
tions in the fall. Leaves for collection must be in 
biodegradable brown paper bags to facilitate leaf 
composting. 

“Using a mulching mower will eliminate the 
need to dispose of lawn clippings,” said Taylor. 
“Contrary to popular belief, lawn clippings do not 
contribute to thatch buildup.” 

Taylor said that yard waste such as leaves, 
branches, and lawn clippings made up a very 
large part of municipal solid waste. He added that 
during peak months in the summer and fall, yard 
waste would represent as much as 25 to 50 per 
cent of municipal solid waste. 

“Since these materials are relatively clean and 
biodegradable,” said Taylor, “disposal in landfills 
was an unnecessary waste of space.” 

Taylor also said that yard wastes are usually 
unsuitable for combustion in incinerators 
because of their high moisture content which can 
inhibit complete combustion. 

“Until the town can get into a regional yard 
waste program, disposal of yard waste will con- 
tinue to be a problem,” Taylor said. “Back yard 
composting and recycling is acommon sense and 
environmentally sound solution.”

Many complaints were brought to the attention 
of thousands when articles on AIDS classes ap- 
peared not only in the Advertiser News, but also in 
the Springfield Union News.

We feel the AIDS prevention classes were very 
educational.

In the class, both 
abstinence and condom usage were taught;

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Congressman Neal 
Happy About Ruling 
By FCC On Cable TV 


Second District Congressman Richard E. Neal 
praised the Federal Communication Commission 
(FCC) for adopting new regulations designed to 
significantly reduce current cable television 
rates. 

According to the FCC, the new rules will require 
most cable systems to reduce their monthly rates 
by 10%, creating a potential one billion dollar sav- 
ings for the nation’s 57 million cable TV 
subscribers. 


The new guidelines would also rescind any rate 
increases that have been implemented by 
operators since the Cable Television Consumer 
Protection and Competition Act was passed by 
Congress in October of 1992. 

“Today's announcement is the manifestation of 
a process that began in Congress,’ said 
Representative Neal. “The new FCC rules will 
make basic service more affordable for cable 
subscribers and create a more responsive and 
competitive cable television industry. There is no 
question that these new regulations represent a 
real victory for every American consumer. 


“In recent years, many Americans have seen 
their cable television rise at three times the rate of 
inflation. Many consumers have been unfairly 
priced out of the cable TV market. The adoption of 
these new regulations are an important first step 
in restoring fair and reasonable cable television 
rates,” Neal said. 

Since his election to Congress in 1988, Con- 
gressman Neal has been an outspoken leader in 
the House for cable television reform. His first 
speech as a Member of Congress and the first bill 
he introduced focused on cable re-regulation.

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Melconian Upset About Treatment Of 
Bay State Gas Employees By State 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) has 
criticized the State Department of Employment 
and Training over an indecision on the part of the 
Commissioner on whether or not workers current- 
ly in a “lockout” situation at Bay State Gas are 
eligible to receive unemployment benefits. 

This came after a report in Saturday’s editions 
of The Boston Herald and The Boston Globe that 
employees of Boston Gas, whose “lockout” situa- 
tion commenced after that of the Bay State 
workers, were determined by DET to collect 
unemployment benefits. On Thursday, March 
18th, 1993, prior to the Commissioner's decision 
on March 19th, the Massachusetts Senate passed 
Senate 1523, an act which would require that 
unemployment be paid in a situation of a lockout 
whether or not a work stoppage occurs. 

Melconian stated, ‘‘| am very concerned that 
the Commissioner has not yet treated the workers 
who were ‘locked out’ of Bay State the same way 
as those who work for Boston Gas. Bay State 
workers have been locked out longer; they have 
gone without income longer.” 

The Department of Employment and Training 
said the 850 Boston Gas workers who were kept 
off their jobs by the company since the union re-

jected a contract proposal on January 24th, 1993, 
are eligible to collect jobless benefits. 

Under state law, workers involved in a labor 
dispute can collect if the dispute does not cause 
substantial work stoppage. The Bay State lockout 
involves 150 employees and the union contends, 
with Melconian’s support, that its situation is the 
same as that of Boston Gas. 

Senator Melconian herself contacted the 
Department of Employment and Training Com- 
missioner Nils Nordberg on behalf of the Bay 
State lockout workers and requested that Bay 
State be given equal treatment to benefits as the 
workers at Boston Gas. 

“The Commissioner was able to find a way to 
bring relief to the locked out workers at Boston 
Gas, but despite a longer period of lockout, Bay 
State workers are still left with nothing. Just 
because it happens to Western Massachusetts 
workers does not mean our people are suffering 
any less. 

“Our Western Massachusetts workers are not 
expendable; Bay State workers deserve the same 
consideration as their counterparts in Boston. 
They are entitled to unemployment benefits,” 
declared Melconian.

The Case Of 
The Empty Tomb 


Here is your assignment, should you decide to 
accept it: 

A couple thousand years ago, a guy by the 
name of Jesus died. Word has it that people either 
loved or hated the guy. Anyway, he was executed 
by Roman authorities and buried in a stone vault. 

Here’s the problem: a couple of days later, the 
door to the stone vault has been opened and the 
body is gone. Followers of this Jesus say that he 
came back from the dead. Religious officials, who 
wanted him disposed of, are claiming grave rob- 
bery by Jesus’ followers. ; 

Some claim that the religious officials stole the 
body. A few are even claiming Jesus was just 
barely alive when buried and that he broke free 
later. You must determine why that tomb was 
empty; I'll fill you in on what leads and evidence 
we have. 

‘A lot of this case may ride on these followers of 
Jesus. You see, they had grand hopes for this 
Jesus; they thought he was going to be a great 
leader. They believed his claims to be the son of 
God. They were fully behind the guy. 

Naturally, when he was executed (the ghastly 
Roman .method of crucifixion), they were 
devastated. Turns out, they abandoned him and 
ran when he was arrested; one even denied know;

In the end, 10 of these in- 
itial followers are killed for their story (one is 
crucified, another hacked to pieces, another 
beheaded, etc.), but NOT A SINGLE ONE 
RECANTS HIS STORY! Millions have unex- 
plainably believed in this Jesus since then. 


Let’s eliminate the easiest theories. It’s pretty 
obvious that this Jesus, if barely alive, could not 
have opened his crypt. Besides, Roman execu- 
tions were pretty thorough. 

As for the religious leaders stealing the body ... 
think about it. These followers start declaring that 
Jesus is alive. Bingo! These leaders produce 
Jesus’ body ... end of movement! 

Certainly, this guy coming back to life is pretty 
farfetched, so it’s looking like we’ve got a grave 
robbery by the disciples. I’d like to say it’s that 
easy, but some things just don’t jive. 

O.K., let’s say they stole the body. Why did their 
whole attitude radically change from despair to 
confidence, from grief to joy, from denial to public 
acclaim ... if they knew he was rotting in a hiding 
place? 

So you’re thinking that people have been known 
to carry a conspiracy on for a good while. But you 
know how these hoaxes break up when the 
pressure is on. Remember Watergate, where every 
man ended up fending for himself, ratting on 
everyone else, when jail terms and reputations 
were at stake. 

But, these disciples (to a man) died, confidently 
proclaiming that Jesus rose from the dead. That 
makes no sense, knowing human nature as we do. 
That behavior would only be understandable if 
this guy really had come back from the dead.

The Community United Way of Pioneer Valley, 
with contributions received from its 1992 fund- 
raising campaign, recently allocated more than 
$4.3 million dollars to its 45 member agencies—a 
10.55% reduction from last year’s allocations. 

The Community United Way fell short of its 
1992 fund-raising goal of $5.9 million dollars, a 
reduction local officials say is the result of the 
continuing recession. Agawam Counseling 
Center in Feeding Hills Center received $58,000. 

Ellen Knox, Chair of the committee that 
oversees agency funding recommendations, said 
that this year’s allocations process was a 
rigorous one. ‘Panels spent much of their per- 
sonal time, sometimes more than four hours a 
day, reviewing agency financials and personally 
visiting member agencies. 

“The panels look closely at the impact agency 
programs have on our community, as well as the 
populations that benefit from them. With less 
money to distribute, the funding recommenda- 
tions the panels had to make were not easy 
ones.” 


Volunteer panels, after reviewing agency 
budget information, programs, services, and re- 
quests for funding determine the dollar amount 
each agency will receive. 

Volunteers from throughout the community par- 
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ticipate in the allocations process by serving on 
panels that review agencies’ requests for funding. 
Once these panels make their recommendations, 
they are approved by a second volunteer commit- 
tee. Eventually, the Board of Directors of the Com- 
munity United Way approves or disapproves the 
panels’ recommendations for agency funding. 
Agencies are usually notified of their allocations 
by mail: KK RRR 

“This was a difficult year. Whenever you face 
such a drastic reduction in available resources, | 
think the organization is compelled to make sure 
that the process really does benefit the communi- 
ty,”’ said Ty Joubert, President of the Community 
United Way. 

“I’m thankful we had so many volunteers will- 
ing to give their time and energy in order to make 
the funding process work.” 

Joubert added that the recommendations the 
panels made were very complimentary of the ser- 
vices member agencies provide. “It was a long 
and tedious process. It wasn’t easy to decide 
which programs would receive funding. We feel 
that supports all the good work our member agen- 
cies are doing in the community.” 

The Community United Way of Pioneer Valley 
serves all cities and towns in Hampden County 
with the exception of Holyoke.

U.S. CURRENCY NECESSARY 


TO PAY U.S. TAXES 

For U.S. tax purposes, the U.S. dollar is the cur- 
rency to use when doing your tax return. 

_ The Internal Revenue Service says if your func- 
tional currency is not the U.S. dollar, you should 
make all income tax determinations in your func- 
tional currency and convert the results into U.S. 
dollars for your U.S. tax return. The currency con- 
version rate can usually be obtained at U.S. Em- 
bassies or banks. 

For more currency reporting information, obtain 
free IRS Publication 54, Tax Guide for United States 
Citizens and Resident Aliens Abroad. \t is available by 
contacting your nearest United States Embassy 
or Consulate or by writing to the IRS, Forms 
Distribution Center, P.O. Box 25866, Richmond, 
VA, 23289, USA. 








OVERSEAS U.S. TAX RETURNS 


SENT TO PA (PENNSYLVANIA) 

Taxpayers filing their U.S. federal income tax 
returns from abroad may mail them to the internal 
Revenue Service Center, Philadelphia, PA, 19255, 
USA. Or, they can mail or bring them to their 
nearest overseas Internal Revenue Service office. 

There are special filing addresses for residents 
of the Virgin Islands, Guam, and of the Northern 
Mariana Islands who file U.S. tax returns. IRS 
Publication 570, Tax Guide for Individuals with In- 
ae dd U.S. Possessions, includes filing informa- 
tion for taxpayers living in these areas. 

IRS forms and publications can be obtained by 
writing to the IRS, Forms Distribution Center, P.O. 
Box 25866, Richmond, VA, 23289, USA. 


TAXPAYERS ON THE MOVE 
GET EXTRA TAX BENEFITS 


U.S. taxpayers who must move abroad due to 
their job or business may be able to deduct part or 
all of their move on their U.S. tax return. 

The taxpayer moving abroad may also be able 
to extend the replacement period to reinvest any 
realized gain in another home. For military per- 
sonnel, that extension may amount to up to eight 
years in some cases. 

Actual moving expenses that can be deducted 
on tax returns include: 

* selling of the old house and buying a new one; 

* househunting trips; 

* meals and lodging at the new location while 
in temporary housing; and... 

* the cost of moving furniture and related 
household goods. 

Factors that influence qualifying for these mov- 
ing deductions include how soon the taxpayer 
begins working in the new location after the 
move, time on the job and distance tests. 

Details on these extensions and deductions are 
included in IRS Publication 521, Moving Expenses, 
and Publication 54, Tax Guide for United States 
Citizens and Resident Aliens Abroad. They can be ob- 
tained by writing to the IRS, Forms Distribution

Self-employment taxes are required to be paid 
by U.S. citizens or resident aliens working abroad 
who earn more than $400 in self-employment in- 
come. 

The self-employment tax for social security is 
on incomes from $400 to $55,500. The medicare 
portion is on incomes from $400 to $130,200. 
Those paying these taxes are eligible for social 
security and hospital insurance benefits just as 
wage earners are.

—Born Yesterday 

John Goodman, Don Johnson, Melanie Griffith, 
and a cast of familiars couldn’t save Born Yester- 
coy from falling the way of most remakes: out of 
avor. 

Goodman is the hot-shot politico, a rich man 
Washington-bound to buy off Senators and ensur- 
ing his continued good, multi-million dollar for- 
tune. 

He’s travelling with his live-in companion of 
eight years, a flea-brained breathless blonde (Grif- 
fith) who dutifully signs anything Goodman puts 
before her and longs for the good life—which 
means parties, furs, and fun (lots of fun). 

But exposure to some sharp Washington wit 
and career-minded, upper-crust folks show Good- 
man just how dumb his blonde can be, and he 
hires a bespectacled professor-writer (Johnson) 
to “‘smarten her up.” 

in predictable fashion, the blonde bimbo with 
the breathless voice begins to smarten up ... and 
fall in love with her teacher. At the same time, 
Goodman's politico bilionaire is descending into 
some pretty viscious and rather discomforting 
violence of his own, backhanding her to the floor 
when she attempts to read the documents he is 
forcing her to sign. 

Born Yesterday, in its original version, was a 
delight; this version serves only to remind film- 
makers to leave well enough alone. 

Born Yesterday not only fails to charm, it 
repulses with an underlying brutality and 
visciousness that was truly uncalled for. 

Rent the original, nuke some popcorn, and 
pocket the difference in the price of a ticket. 


—Hear No Evil 
Marlee Matlin plays Jillian, a deaf physical 
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grand theft and murder, and seems destined to 
become the next victim in Hear No Evil, a film that 
purports to be a thriller but, for the most part, fails 
to thrill, wallows in predictability, and seems like 
aeian back to the knife-slasher films of the early 
‘80s. 

What is intriguing (and all that is intriguing 
about this film) is the portrayal of the silent world 
of this fiesty near-victim, with director Robert 
Greenwald moving between the raucous world of 
death, destruction, and turbulence to the eerie 
silence of Jillian’s world. As her friend is 
murdered in the next room, she fails to hear the 
death throes, the tumbling furniture, the screams 
of terror; the scene shifts from shrieking to

Martin Sheen is Brock, a good cop gone bad 
with greed, the mastermind of the theft and the 
violent aftermath. 

While Matlin and Sweeney and even Sheen hold 
their own, there is always the feeling that this film 
has been done before ... many times.

Salt and pepe 

Heat half of the butter in a frying pan over 
medium heat. Add mushrooms, season and cook

Bake at 400F for 5 to 8 minutes or until cheese 
is melted and tortilla edges are light golden brown 
aud slightly crisp. Cut tortillas in half; serve with 
salsa. 

Microwave directions: Fill tortillas as directed. 
Place 2 filled, folded tortillas on microwave-safe 
plate. Microwave on HIGH for 1 to 1% minutes or 
until cheese is melted. Repeat with remaining 2 
tortillas. Cut in half; serve with salsa.

Ancient Art Of Paper Marbling 
Brought To Life At Robinson School

Robinson Park Elementary School art teacher 
Marcia’Scherpa presented Vassos Michael as the 
second artist in her Visiting Artist Series at the 
school. ; 

Michael fascinated the children and staff with 
the ancient art of paper marbling. Originally a 
native of the island of Cyprus, he told students 
paper marbling began in Persia (‘‘the old name for 
Iraq’ long ago). 

Michael’s wife, Faith Harrison, learned the art 
from a Turkish man in America many years ago 
and used paper marbling to design the Kleenex 
tissue foil boxes seen in supermarkets. She 
teaches marbling at art schools and museums 
across the country. 

Michael and his wife have a studio called 
“Decorative Papers” in Easthampton where they 
create paper and fabric marbling. The many 
beautiful marbling pattems include “Turkish” or 
stone marbling, freeform marbling, sprinkle 
marbling, hair vein or Italian, combed or non- 
pariel, fancy combed, reverse combed, bouquet, 
French curl or snail, Spanish marbling, peacock 
stormont, ghost or overmarbling, and antique or 
zebra. 

Tools Used In The Paper Marbling Process 

The tools used to drop or splash colors into a 


water trough ranged from_an eyedropper to a 
broom corn whisk bundle. The trough contained 
water and carrageenan, a seawood extract and 
water thickener. . 

A rake or comb was used to pull the color from 
a circle drop into various patterns. The whisks 
splattered the colors generously across the water. 
An eyedrop was used to control the bursts of col- 
or when creating a pattern. A needle changed the 
dropped circles into many different shapes, in- 
cluding stars, hearts, or flowers. 

A fine white power called alum (dissolved into a 
solution) was sponged onto the paper before the 
colors were added (in order to let the colors 
adhere). Ox gall was added to his inks, or colors, 
to prevent them from mixing with the water base 
in the trough. 

A plain piece of the treated paper was rolled 
down onto the top of the water and inks in the 
trough. The children oohed and aahed as Michael 
pulled out the finished product of a lovely work of 
art 


He showed the students the zebra, his favorite 
pattern, and chose a volunteer to help make a 
peacock pattern. He designed a tree using a sim- 
ple toothpick to spread the floating ink balls drop- 
ped into the water to the astonishment of all.

For those who are not feeling well, she supplies 
a cot to lay on and a thermometer to take their 
temperature. For the children who have cuts and 
bruises, she supplies ice and band-aids. And, for 
all the children, she has plenty of hugs and smiles 
to go around. She even passes out Valentine 
Cards for every student! 

First Recipient Of Award 

The Selection Committee could not have 
chosen a more deserving and dedicated in- 
dividual to be the first recipient of this award. 

The committee is comprised of faculty, ad- 
ministrators, and support staff who review ap- 
plication slips of nominees; these nominees can 
be nurses, secretaries, educational assistants, 
custodians, and kitchen staff. 

Because it is felt that the support staff con- 
tributes to the education of the students as well 
as certified individuals, Mrs. Neilson and those 
who follow her will be honored for their dedica- 
tion, contribution, and development of the 
students. 

“Everyone at Bridge Street School is absolutely

Alcohol Awarness Month Stressed 
Thru Many Agawam High Programs

April is “Alcohol Awareness Month” and the 
Agawam High School Guidance Department 
wants students to know what types of help are 
available to children of alcoholics (COA’s). 

Guidance Counselor Judy Cohen provided 
many brochures and telephone referrals to us, 
saying, ‘‘There are so many students here who are 
COA’s. The tendency to become an alcoholic is in- 
herited, and | fear many will become alcoholics 
without help.” 

Mrs. Cohen supervises a support group at AHS 
for students who need the fellowship of their 
peers for a wide variety of problems. She also has 
a list of outside agencies and other help sources 
available at the Guidance Office. : 

The National Council on Alcoholism and Drug 
Dependence, Inc. (NCADD) is a _ non-profit 
organization that has been educating Americans 
of all ages about these problems since 1944. 
“Kids Talk To Kids About Alcohol’’ is one in a series 
of prevention materials NCADD has developed 
(specifically for youth). 

Another program provided by NCADD is 
“GIRLS! Straight Talk About Drinking and Drugs,” 
specifically designed for female teenagers. It 
teaches reasons why ‘alcohol is a drug that can 
cause more serious health problems for girls than 
guys.”’ 

A third program entitled ‘‘Wine Coolers? NOT!”’ 
discusses ‘‘who’s got the power—you or the 
alcohol?”’ and how to prevent your health from be- 
ing taken away by alcohol. Anyone can contact 
their local affiliate of the NCADD by dialing 
1-800-NCA-CALL from a touch-tone phone for 
brochures, fact sheets, posters, and more infor- 
mation.

Alateen is the name of a support group for the 
teenage relatives and friends of alcoholics form- 
ed by Alcoholics Anonymous (AA) and Al-Anon 
Family Groups. The service is free and confiden- 
tial and holds regular group meetings. Their 
number is in the telephone book. 

Alateen discusses questions often asked and 
how teens affected by alcoholism can help 
themselves. Some of the slogans of Alateen are 
“Live and let live; First things first; Think; Easy 
does it; Let go and let God; One day at a time; and 
Listen and learn.” 

There are 12 “Dos” and 12 ‘‘Don’ts” that offer 
support to the teenager dealing with alcoholic 
parents or friends. 

The most reflective and inspirational of all the 
information is “The Serenity Prayer,” which reads: 

“God grant me the serenity 

to accept the things I cannot change, 
courage to change the things I can, 
and wisdom to know the difference. ”’ 


These thoughts can help to put situations into a 
clearer perspective for people of all ages. 

AHS also has a SADD (Students Against Driving 
Drunk) group which offers a “Contract for Life.” 

According to Robert Anastas, founder and na- 
tional executive director of SADD, this contract is 
meant to act as a safeguard against death. It isa 
contract between parent and teenager signed by 
both that does not condone the illegal use of 
alcohol but states that the students will call the 
parent when faced with a drinking-driving situa- 
tion for advice or transportation. 

The parent agrees to provide safe and sober 
transportation from any place at any time for the 
teen, and also agrees to seek the same for 
themselves if ever in a similar situation.

Teachers were slated to conduct a silent vigil out- 
side of the room where the AEA, state mediator, 
and School Committee were to hold contract 
negotiations. 

Mayor Christopher C. Johnson, chairman of the 
School Committee, could not be reached for com- 
ment at presstime. 

Class Of 1993 Being Hurt 

National Honor Society President Krysten 
D’Amato said she and fellow Class of 1993 
members are feeling the direct results of the 
teachers’ protest. 

She lamented to us, ‘| need extra help in two 
subjects and the teachers aren’t staying after 
school. | want to see a contract signed now so we 
can get on with things for our graduation.” 

Krysten added, “The colleges want final 
transcripts and letters of recommendation from 
teachers.” 

Teachers at AHS usually write letters of recom- 
mendation for seniors on their own time for 
scholarships and college references. Under the 
work-to-rule, Krysten indicated these are no 
longer available. 

“We have been told selection for NHS juniors 
may be postponed until their senior year and there 
is talk about the senior class picnic not taking 
place,” she concluded.

The senior said he did not blame the School 
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Committee or the teachers for the tensions at the 
school. He did maintain, however, that students 
were being directly affected by the teacher 
boycott, especially the Class of 1993. 

At presstime, a talent show opened to auditions 
for all high school students was scheduled for 
Wednesday evening, April 7th. 

School Committee Secretary Linda Galarneau, 
angered by the news that Files was being paid 
from the treasury of the Show Choir Parents, told 
us, “Show Choir kids went out soliciting to raise 
funds for a field trip or to pay for a show that they 
are in as a group. This is now Soliciting for a 
teacher’s pay. It is not right. It is not ethical.” 

She added, “If those funds were not used 
directly for the Show Choir group in the past, they 
were rolled over or used to purchase musical 
equipment for their performances.” 

Files indicated that Superintendent of Schools 
Bernard Ryder would be the determining factor as 
to whether or not the show would go on.

Agawam High Students 
Learn About Funerals 
From Forastiere Family 


During the week of March 15th through 19th, 
high school students in Agawam participated ina 
special program designed to help raise 
awareness of grief and funeralization. This five- 
day mini-course was designed by the Forastiere 
Family Funeral Homes eight years ago and has 
been provided to these students ever since.

Forastiere offered suggestions about ways in- 
dividuals might help themselves in coping with 
loss and the feelings that result, as well as sug- 
gestions about ways to be supportive of friends or 
relatives who are grieving. 

A trip to the Colonial Funeral Home for the 
Agawam students was provided. This consisted 
of a tour of the facility as well as a discussion 
concerning funeralization. Funeral director Bruce 
Plumley narrated a slide presentation depicting 
various aspects of funeral service. 

Piumley explained embalming procedures, 
facts and myths regarding cremation, earth burial, 
the various choices in casket or urn selection, 
vault selection, and the myriad of decisions that 
need to be made at the time of the death of a lov- 
ed one. fs 

Through this program, the caring professionals 
at the Forastiere Family Funeral Homes hope to 
prepare the students for making the decisions 
that become inevitable after the death of a loved 
one by showing them the myriad of choices 
available and by making them aware “con- 
sumers” before they are emotionally involved ina 
loss by death. 

By introducing them to aspects of funeral ser- 
vice and grief, they hope to dispel any myths 
which the students may have preconceived about 
death, funeralization, or bereavement. But most 
importantly, they hope that through reflecting 
upon how fragile life is, they will live life more ful- 
ly, carefully, and joyfully. :

care of flowers, and the Garden Club and 
Beautification Committee will plant the flowers. 

Bitzas noted, ‘‘So far, everything has been 
donations, and there are promises for more help. 
No taxpayer money has been spent.”

May Enjoy Banner Year IN 1993

If all things fall into place for Agawam High golf 
Coach Paul Bachini, 1993 could be a banner year 
for the Brownies.

Art Of Coaching A Delicate Blend 


A coach's job is often an intricate and delicate 
mix, ranging from teacher and mentor to father 
confessor and psychologist. It is necessary to be 
many different things to many different people, 
yet most of the time, he or she is judged solely on 
winning percentage. 

The aforementioned coaching activities must 
be augmented by the skills of tour guide, nutri- 
tionist, career counselor, and sometimes even as 
a probation officer. 

The job is often a thankless one and requires 
long hours of dedicated service (often for a low 
rate of pay). They review many miles of video tape 
and discuss the merits of possible changes with 
assistants and understudies. They install game 
plans and assist in the scheduling of competition. 
They must always appeal to the demands of the 
rabid alumni and constantly strive to meet the ex- 
pectations of everyone. 

Most people do not enter coaching to make a 
ton of cash.

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Langone Reaches National Quarters

(Pittsburgh, PA) We were all due to lose an hour 

last Saturday night, but it wasn’t supposed to oc- 
cur until two o’clock in the morning. Agawam 
High wrestling champion Nick Langone lost his 
hour just a tap early. 
_ Competing in the National High School Wrestl- 
ing Championships at Duquesne University in Pit- 
tsburgh, Pennsylvania, Nick had lifted the hearts 
and spirits of his entire entourage by mauling his 
first two opponents in the preliminary rounds. 

He stood tall in the quarterfinal round, knowing 
that he was among eight wrestlers who had a 
chance to become the 189-pound National Cham- 
pion. Coach Phil Tomkiel and Assistant Coach 
Tom Cascio had both privately admitted that 
Langone was “wrestling well enough to win the 
whole thing.” 

Nick began his ascent toward the crown by hit- 
ting the Oklahoma state champion with a 
fireman’s carry in the match’s early seconds and 
immediately put the kid on his back. The ride 
began as a rough one as the Okie fought hard, but 
Nick smoothed him out and got the pin in 1:08. 

On Saturday afternoon, Nick’s next challenge 
came in the person of a Colorado champion with 
an imposing physique. Nick got the single leg 
high in the air 35 seconds into the first period and 
finally was able to bring him down with 1:02 left in 
the period. He protected that 2-0 lead until the 
first-period horn and then continued the ride from 
the “top” position in period two. 

Twenty-three seconds into the period, the ac- 
tion took both wrestlers beyond the circle. As the 
referee blew his whistle to return them to the 
center of the mat, the Colorado Rock threw an 
elbow that landed squarely on Langone’s lips. 

Although no penalty point was awarded, it fired 
Langone up visibly. He returned to the middle and 
pinned his opponent 19 seconds later. The official 
time was 2:42. On to the quarterfinals! 

Langone Vs. Oregon & Utah State Champions 

After a relaxing afternoon back at the hotel, 
Langone returned to action against the Oregon 
state champion. Both men immediately locked 
themselves up in a muscle tussle commonly refer- 
red to as a “Wizard” in wrestling circles. 


Nick tried to work a “‘Clemson’! move and ex- 
posed his head in the process. The Oregonian 
grabbed the head and quickly spun Langone fora 
rare trip to his back. The official rang up Nick in 
the blink of an eye, and the two-time defending 
Massachusetts state champion had just suffered 
the first pin of his career—and it sent him to the 
consolation bracket. 

Less than an hour later, Nick faced the Utah 
state champion and a tense battle ensued. The 
winner was assured of a Sunday date on the mats 
and, more importantly, a guaranteed All-American 
status. (Each of the top eight wrestlers in a weight 
class achieved that lofty position.) 

After a scoreless first period, Nick successfully 
rode his foe for the entire second stanza and he 
was in the enviable position of trying to get a 
match-winning escape in the third. He tried to sit 
out early in the period, but got shrugged back and 
once again he was on his back. Utah locked it up 
and Nicky got rung up at 3:14. 

The dream and the tournament were over for 
Agawam’s most talented wrestler. In less than 
one hour, the unthinkable had occurred—Nick 
was pinned twice. 


Tomkiel’s Thoughts 

In assessing the situation later, Coach Tomkiel 
was quick to praise Langone. 

“He was really wrestling well. | think that when 
Penn State’s coach came, it got Nicky very ex- 
cited. Nicky really wanted to impress him,” stated 
Tomkiel, adding, ‘And, in so doing, he made a 
couple of mistakes out there. At this high level of 
competition, you can’t afford to make any mental 
errors, and both of those.kids took full 
advantage.” 

Penn State has been Langone’s first choice of 


colleges since he visited the campus during the - 


regular season early this year. He is scheduled to 
return to State College, Pennsylvania this upcom- 
ing weekend for a “‘paid”’ visit to talk further with 
the Nittany ‘Lion staff. 

Langone concluded his representation for 
Agawam High wrestling with a phenomenal 112-9 
career record with 95 pins.

MORE FISH IN 1993 

Anglers will be subjected to more fishing 
pleasure when the trout season opens in Vermont 
on April 10th. Interest.in trout fishing has shown 
its greatest surge in many years; the Vermont 
Fish and Wildlife Department has doubled the 
number of fish that will be released this year into 
Vermont lakes and more than 5,000 miles of 
fishable rivers and streams. 

“Due to the new Ed Weed Fish Culture Station 
in Grand Isle, this year we are doubling the 
number of fish we are stocking in state waters,” 
explained state fish biologist Tom Wiggins. 
“Once the waters are the right temperature this 
spring, we will stock 1,022,000 fish.” 

He added, ‘‘We stock five species of fish, not in- 
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cluding walleyes. Also, the quality and size of the 
fish is much larger than in previous years. 

“Fishing is a strong heritage in Vermont 
because of Vermont’s pristine nature. Fishing is 
aesthetically appreciated by Vermonters and 
visitors alike.” 

Fishing license fees remain unchanged this 
year. Resident licenses cost $18; non-resident 
season licenses are $35, with temporary licenses 
costing less ($7 for one day, $18 for three days, 
$20 for five days, and $25 for seven days). 

New Vermont fishing regulations have set the 
limit at six fish or not more than five pounds on 
lakes and ponds. For rivers and streams, the limit 
is set at 12 trout, of which not more than six may 
be brown and/or rainbow. 

Other two-fish daily limits still apply as _in- 
dicated in the 1993 Digest of Fish and Wildlife 
laws. 


NEW TURKEY REGS 

The Massachusetts wildlife board has set new 
regulations on turkey hunting for this May. All 
guns will have to have a sticker pasted on the bar- 
rel just before the front sight; each turkey hunter 
will be supplied a card with two yellow stickers, 
which is supposed to remind the hunter to use 
caution when shooting at his target (soon they 
will be issuing flash cards to show what a turkey 
looks like). 

Shot sizes have been reduced from sizes 2-6 to 
4-6. The spring hunting hours have been extended 
one hour to end at 12:00 noon. 

The Agawam Sporting Club is holding turkey 
shoots every Sunday at 1:00 p.m. Drop over and try 
to win a turkey, plus you will know how your gun 
shoots with steel shot. 

Tom Bombard of Northampton is the first deer 
hunter in Massachusetts to qualify for the Boon 
and Crockett record book. His 12-point, 165-pound 
buck measured 175 points; the minimum entry 
score is 170 points. 

The hunter bagged his deer in Worcester Coun- 
ty. (Guess we will have to go east instead of west 
to get the big ones. Times are changing.)
